Thursday evening’s meeting of the 
City Council was a calm routine ses- 
sion except for a rather stiff breeze 
from Alderman Howatt’s end of the 
table-dt the very conclusion of the 
evening. Alderman Scott had report- 
ed that a Russell grader was on the 
ground, unloaded and ready for busi- 
ness; that the machine had been 
shipped to the city freight collect, but 
as yet the city had not paid this 
freight. Alderman Howatt wanted to 
know why the machine had been un- 
loaded if the charges were not paid 
by the shipper, and why there were 
any charges in the face of the agent’s 
Promise to have a grader sent to the 
city for approval without any expense. 


It looked to him -as though ‘the city. 


had bought the machine without giv- 
ing any firm but the manufacturers of 
the Russell grader an opportunity to 
present their case. He said that he 
had looked into the merit of the 
Sawyer-Massey grader and was con- 
vinced that it was quite as good as 
the Russell and for two reasons he 
was in favor of having the city pur- 
chase this grader rather than the Rus- 
sell, an American made product, which 
appeared to have unusual merit in the 
eyes of City Engineer Watson. First, 
he believed in Canadians buying 
Canadian made articles; and second, 
he thought the city should patronize 
local agents*-rather than_ peripatetic

DR. R. C. WALLACE IS 
NEW PRESIDENT OF 
ALBERTA UNIVERSITY 


Edmonton, July 10.— Appointment 
of Dr. R. C. Wallace, Professor of 
Geology at the University of Mani- 
toba, to the presidency of the Univers- 
ity of Alberta, in succession to Dr. H. 
M. Tory, who recently resigned to 
devote his entire time to the National 
Research Council, was announced on 
Monday by Hon. Perren Baker, Min- 
ister of Education, in the absence of 
Premier J. E. Brownlee. 

In making the announcment the 
Minister said that the appointment 
was finally decided upon by the gov- 
ernment after a most careful survey 
of the University field, both in the 
east and west, and even including 
those Canadians promirently iderti- 
fied with University life in the 
United States. 

Dr. Wallace brings to the position 


‘of president, not only a high degree 


of scholarship, but also a wide ex- 
perience in administrative work out- 
side the usual field of University ac- 
tivities.

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Neighbor’s Weeds 


"What is the use of destroying 
weeds on my farm when my neigh- 
bor lets them grow, and seeds from 
his weeds blow over my place?” 

This was one of the commonest 
questions which speakers sent out by 
the Ontario Government on a weed 
campaign this spring had to face. It 
is a question that is often heard in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, too. As 
pointed out by John Buchanan of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, when 
such is the case it is a great nuisance, 
causes much extra labor and seems 
unfair. 

Legislation against weeds may help 
the situation but there will always 
be people who will be more careless 
than others regarding weed control, 
but even in this case the innocent vic- 
tim can. help himself as weeds can be 
brough under control even in a field 
next to a dirty farm, or a highway 
or a railway where, too often, weeds 
have been allowed to go unchecked. 

The Ontario Government officials 
found that many farmers were able 
to keep their weeds under control 
or. their own farms despite the neg- 
ligence of their neighbors and these 
farmers-found it profitable to do the 
necessary extra labor because of the 
larger returns they reaped from their 
oWn crops. It was found tkat the use

SUPERING FOR THE CROP 


Supers for the storing of surplus 
honey should be given just as the 
honey flow is starting. “This may be 
determined by the way the bees are 
flying busily in and out of the entrance 
lor the hive, and by the presence of 
new wax built along the upper edges 
of the combs. 

Supering for extracted-honey pr®- 
duction differs from that of comb- 
honey production. 


In extracted-honey production, the 
queen is confined to the brood cham- 
ber by a wire queen-excluder, and a 
super of extracting combs is placed 
above. When this super is about one- 
third full (which is judged by its 
weight) replace it by another one next 
the brood chamber and put the first 
one on top. The order when giving 
the third super is: third one next the 
brood chamber, the second above it, 
and the first one on top. After the 
peak of the flow, room is given less 
liberally. 

In comb-noney production is is un- 
necessary to confine the queen below 
by an excluder, as she will seldom go 
above into the supers of sections. To 
get the bees to work in the sections, 
however, is sometimes difficult, and 
the following methods are suggested:

Hon. Mr, Hoadley announced the 
discovery of an inexpensive chemical 
that was very effective in weed de- 
struction, but it would not be on the 
market until next year, as they 
wished ‘to conduct further experl- 
ments this summer to prove its value 
as a weed destroyer. 


Dr. Jenkins advocated stricter en- 
forcement of quarantine regulations 
respectingg contagious diseases, and 
in this way prevent its spreading, 
which would result in the saving of 
human Hfe and large sums of money 
annually. 

Mr. J. J. Smith gave a very inter- 
esting address on Assesment and 
Taxation. “In the Province of Sask- 
atchewan an Assessment Commission 
has been established for some years. 
The members of the Commission act 
as an Equalization Board, and fix the 
equalized assessment throughout the 
Province. They hear all appeals 
from Courts of Revision, and assist 
and advise local assessors, with the 
result that a fairly uniform assess- 
ment is being arrived at in the 
various Municipalities in Saskatche- 
wan. Each member of the Board is an 
authority on assessment and taxation 
and are of great assistance to govern- 
ing bodies. as 

Several resolutions requesting 
changes in the Town and Village Acts 
were adopted, and a few of general 
interest were passed. 

- The building of an all Canadian 
Highway from Coast to Coast by the 
Dominion Government was _ heartily 
endorsed, Mayor Montgomery sug- 
gesting that it be named the “Con- 
federation Highway.” 

The Research Bulletin published by 
the organization and edited by Mr. 
J, E. Fraser, came in for general com- 
mendation. Two issues have been al- 
ready published and the Convention 
unanimously agreed to have it pub- 
lished for another year at least and 
issued every three months. Mr. 
Fraser was re-appointed as Editor in 
Chief. Copies will be sent to each 
member of the Council in Villages, 
Towns and Cities, and also to each 
member of the Legislature. The sub- 
scription fee will be $1 for each vil- 
lage, of which there are 131 in the 
Province, and $2.00 for each city and 
town. There are 6 cities and 5‘ towns, 
or a total of 191 Urban Municipalities 
in Alberta,

Because I am a Baptlst I must tale 
my stand for freodom of speech whon- 
over Intolerance by whatevor name tt 
may call itself places freedom . of 
speech In Jeopardy. 

Becauso I am British I must tale 
my stand for British justico and Ib- 
erty when the traditions of British 
justice are throatoned, 


Theso aré the reasons I am hero 
tonight to join in the protest against 
the refusal of the Government to re- 
now the radio licenses of the Inter- 
national Bible Students Association. 


Baptists, you must know, are a 
sémewhat pecullar people. Some say 
we are a disagreeable people because 
we disagree with each otner religious 
body on some petnt or poiuts of doc- 
trine or vractics, and have shown 
some decided tenacity in our adher- 
ence to what seems to others unim- 
portant, but to us important detalis. 


While maintaining our own peeculfar 
views and methods we gladly cooper- 
ate with others where grounds for 
agreement can ‘be found; first with 
‘those who like the Disciples are near- 
est ourselves in belief and practice; 
next with all who accept the Old and 
New Testaments as the sufficient 
revelation of God in matters of belief 
and practice but who differ in inter- 
pretation or emphasis; in other mat- 
ters with those who like the Jews ac- 
cept the Old Testament but not the 
New; more broadly still with all who 
believe in One God, a God of truth, 
justice and love; and finally in some 
matters even with those who, like the 
‘Confucians, without definite dogmas 
of deity may believe in promoting the 
welfare of mankind. 


One of the central Baptist teachings 
is that of the final individual respon: 
sibility of each from the highest .to 
the lowest in matters of belief and 
action to God Himself. 


That doctrine involves the obliga- 
tion to allow to every other human 
being the’ right to think for himself, to 
reach his own conclusions, and, if he 
wish, to express those conclusions no 
matter how far his conclusions may 
differ from what has been generally 
accepted. 

That doctrine of individual respon- 
sibility to God is the rock on which 
Baptists have set their feet through- 
out the centuries in their stand for 
freedom of thought, for freedom of 
worship,~and for freedom of speech. 
{t was the doctrine that brought 
about in the state of Rhode Island two 
centuries and a half ago, under the 
leadership of that great Baptist, Roger 
Williams, the first state proclamation 
Jof liberty of worship to all» In two 
short centuries what was then con- 
sidered a very dangerous Baptist ex- 
periment has become a generally ac- 
cepted principle throughout the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. 

Every man I suppose considers him- 
self tolerant. It is so easy to be tol- 
erant of the expression of ideas with 
which we fully agree or which we may 
consider unimportant, toward which 
we are indifferent. 

There is no virtue in indifference. : 

There is no virtue in your support 
of the rights of others to proclaim 
views with which you agree. 

The test of your tolerance, yes, the 
test of your genuine convictions, the 
test of your genuine, deep and final 
belief in the supremacy of truth and 
of God Himself is your readiness to 
defend the right of the other fellows 
to proclaim his beliefs when they dif-, 
fer from yours, yes, even when ip 
your belief they are misleading and 
dangerous, 

The Spanish Inquisitors were most 
tolerant of the public proclamation of 
orthodox Catholic doctrines of their 
time. It was only for the preaching 
‘of doctrines which they believed im- 
mortal souls of the people that they 
felt called upon to suppress free 
speech with the faggot, the thumb- 
screw and the stake. Let no one who 
today favors the cancellation of this

Hf you and I worship an all-poworful 
God of Truth we will understand that 
in the providence of God the preach- 
Ing of errors must be permitted to 
stimulate the proclamation and the 
acceptance of the truth which must 
prevail; and {f we really bow before a 
God of Truth instead of worshiping 
at the shrine of our own vanity we 
will be happy In the confidence in the 
ultimate victory of truth even though 
that victory may show in some in- 
stances that we ourselves have been 
the ones in error, 

Of three thousand people in’ this 
great audience, three thousand think- 


ing people, perhaps no two agree in 


all thelr bellefs. _ Each and every one 
of us must be wrong in some points. 
Shall we not defend the right of each 
to proclaim what seems to him to be 
the truth, however it may appear to 
us, glad in the faith that in God's good 
time truth will prevail, and some- 
where, some time, we shall know and 
our errors shall be corrected. 

Tolerance {is a proper evidence of 
conscious strength. -~ 

If you were in Hyde Park, London, 
today you might hear men with strong 
words and the bitterest invective at- 
tacking everything in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations from the 
Royal family to the private life of the 
common people, and if you saw a Brit- 
ish policeman keeping order in the 
crowd listening to such a speech and 
protecting the speaker you would re- 
alize that here was the most convinc- 
ing evidence of the conscious strength 
of the British Empire. 

When early in the Great War con- 
fidence in the strength and integrity 
of this Empire was for a moment 
shaken the very suppression of such 
freedom was a public eontession of 
fear and weakness. 

It is charged that Judge Rutherford 
last summer, speaking over CKCX at 
the Toronto Exhibition grounds, de- 
clared his belief that the British Em- 
pire is an instrument of Satan. If he 
did, some of us may question the pro- 
Priety, the good taste of making public 
announcement of such a belief at such 
‘a time and place. I can understand 
people who really believe that the 
British Empire is tottering becoming 
quite excited about such an announce- 
ment of belief and contending that 
such a man. should be silenced for 
ever, But those of us‘ who may be 
inclined rather to hold with W. G. 
MacKendrick and others, ‘that the Brit- 
ish Empire is an instrument of God 
and the fulfilment of prophecy can 
have no fear of any ill result from the 
proclamation of Judge Rutherford’s 
opinion. We will rather welcome the 
dicussion such an announcement may 
stir up. I should love to hear Judge 
Rutherford .nd Mr. MacKendrick de- 
bate that subject with a good hook-up 
of radio stations. 


Throughout centuries of struggle the 
British people have endeavored to es- 
tablish the principle that no man must 
be deprived of liberty or property 
without a fair trial. 

The establishment of that principle 
has cost the blood and the lives of 
noble men and women. 

The true Briton is not the noisy 
flag-waver but the man or woman who 
will sacrifice in defence of the one 
best of the British traditions, tra- 
ditions of liberty and justice in def- 
erence of the weak and the unpopular.

To deprive a man or a group of 
Mberty or property without fair trial, 
without due process of law, is treason 
against the British Empire, treason of 
the worst kind. It is the kind of 
treason that undermines, subtly and 
effectively, the very foundations upon 
which the greatness of our Empire has 
been built. 

As a believer in the right and the 
safety of freedom of speech, and as a 
believer in the sacredness of the in- 
stitutions of British justice, I protest 
against the action of a government 
bureau in refusing the renewal of the 
licenses of the International Bible 
Students Association.—(Advt.).

Secondly, the inspector hag to act as 
the medium through which the crop is 
certifled. The official tag is given to 
the grower only after’ his crop: has 
‘passed at least two fleld inspections 
and two or more tuber inspections, 
and has been foud to conform to the 
standards set for that purpose. 


Certified seed potatoes are today 
recognized as being superior in every 
respect to other stock. They are 
practically free from serious diseases 
which affect the yield, are more true 
to type, should have no admixture of 
other varieties, ad are of higher yield- 
ing quality, and are better graded. 
When purchasing potatoes ask for 
“Certified,” and be sure the official 
tag is attached.

The certification of seed potatoes 
has been carried on for a number of 
years, It has become an established 
and very necessary factor in the ever 
increasing internal and external trade 
in this commodity which has develop- 
ed in recent years. Seed potato certi- 
fication {s important both from the 
purchaser's, as well as from the grow-| 
er’s standpoint. One does not have 
to look far back at the time when al-| 
most any potato was merely taken at 
its face value and planted more on its 
appearance than for any inherent 
quality of productiveness it might pos- 
sibly possess. On the other hand, a 
seed potato today in order to be clas- 
sed ag such must almost have a pedi- 
gree, 
end. 

The information gained through ex- 
perimental and pathological research

Half a million automobiles from 
the United States and the provinces 
of Canada carrying a millon and 
a half persons, will enter Montreal 
during the coming tourist season, 
according to the estimate of the 
Montreal Tourist and Convention 
Bureau. 


The use of the combine is ex- 
pected to be more general than 
ever in the 1928 harvest. In 1926 
there were 176 combines in the 
Prairie Provinces, 148 being in 
Saskatchewan, 26 in Alberta and 2 
in Manitoba. In 1927 there was a 
total of 5380 in Saskatchewan, 221 
in Alberta and 28 in Manitoba, 
774 in all. 


There. is considerable tree plant- 
ing activity along the Medicine 
Hat division of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. At Shackleton alone 
twenty-five bundles of small trees 
were received the other day from 
the Iotestry ,Branch at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, and all are 
now planted.’

PUT TROUT IN MOUNTAIN LAKE 


Jasper, Alta., 7279 18.—After a jour- 
ney of at least two thousand miles the 
largest group of L.iied States im- 
migrants that ever settled in Canada 
has established its home in Jasper 
National Park. 

During the week-end 200,000 Brook 
Trout fingerlings, all the way from 
Cresco Pennysylvania, were placed in 
the waters of Malingne Lake. : They 
came to Canada last winter as eggs 
and for months they have been care- 
fully nursed in a hatchery especially 
constructed here for them. Herbert 
Davis, one of the park wardens, whose 
charge they were, watched them grow 
from eggs to fish, kept the cold water 
running at the proper temperature, 
and when they were big enough to eat 
fed them chopped liver. They were 
brought fror Pennsylvania to Jasper 
by Canadian National. express, and 
were transferred to Maligne Lake by 
pack horse, wagon and automobile. 
There was no difficulty, in these last 
35 miles to keep the ting in which 
they floated constantly moving, and 
they mde the journey’ without mishap. 
The water of the lake was tested be- 
fore they were lowered into it, and 
they showed themselves acclimatized 
idmediately. Oliver Bright of the Do- 
minion Hatchery at Fort Qu’Appelle, 
zuperintended operations and Warden 
Davis kept watch over his pets until 
he saw them safe in their new home.
